HIKTOBY OF TI1K NIOl'JC INDIANS. 


Alexander Ramsey, c-f Pennsylva- 


nia, became the first Governor of 
Minnesota Territory in 1849; the 
Bionx ceded to the United States, by 
treaty with Ramsey and others, the 
States of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
lows. 
They wero then put on a 


reservation in the western part of 
Minnesota, and a vast annuity fund 
of three Million dollars was promised 
to them. The first Sioux visited 
Washington City in 1853, and were 
t^gain shorn of half their reservation. 
Land in severally was to be given to 
them instead of land in common, as 
they imniemorially had held it, and a 
portion of their fund was set aside to 
educate and civilize them. This tbey 
resented, as wt-11 as the rapid intru- 
sion of white settlers. They accused 
Ramsey and others of stealing au<l 
diverting their money and denounced 
the whole scheme of apprenticing 
them to civilization. 
Finally, in 


18G2, the Minnesota Sioux arose, just 
in the period of national gloom fol- 
lowing McClellan's and Pope's cln- 
feats, and murdered 2,000 people, 
overran eighteen counties, putCO.OOO 
settlers to flight and destroyed $5300,- 
000 of improvements. "The radical 
moving cause of the outbreak," wrote 
Major Qalbraith, "is the ingrained 
and fixed hostility of the, savage bar- 
barian to roform, change and civil- 
ization." 
Col. Sibley inarched on 


the murderers, who were command- 
ed by Little Crow; his volunteer 
troops fought two pitched battles, re- 
took 2C9 prisoners, many of whom 
had been violated, and ho hanged 38 
Sioux out of 303 condemned. Their 
treaties were annulled; the whole ca- 
tioa was removed to the Upper Mis- 
souri, where the wild Sioux had long 
roamed to large, sud in 1863, under 
Gen. John Pope's direction, Generals 
Sibley, of Minnesota, and Alfred 
Bull/, son of the Philadelphia artist, 
with two columns of six thousand 
men, attacked the embattled nation 
on the plains of Dakota, and drove 
but did not demoralize them. Al- 
though not a great leader in the Min- 
nesota massacre, Sitting Bull com- 
menced his bloody record at that 
time. 


By this brief resume it will be seen 


whnt the present war is. The Sioux, 
who are supposed to have originally 
dwelt between Lake Superior and 
Hudson's Bay, and became hardy 
and strong in that cold, bracing cli- 
mate, were pushed westward two 
hundred years ago by a brauch of 
the great Algonquin 
family, the 


Cbippeways, who had the advantage 
of fire-arms. We found them twenty 
years ago, occupying the trans-Mis- 
eisnippi region and living ou the 
high plaics from Wisconsin to the 
Rocky 
Mountains, covering five 


times as much ground as the State 
of Pennsylvania, with 4,000 lodges, 
80,000 inmates and 6,000 warriors. 
Wlien Sibley fought them in 1863 at 
Stony Luke, he wrote: "No such 
concentration of force has ever been 
made by the suvagos of the American 
continent. 
* * The remnant of 


the Minnesota band had joined the 
Dakotas of the plains and formed an 
enormous camp of 10,000 souls."

Sierras—Math Hraalce, Much Fire 
• nd but Little Damage, 


[Va.Eukrprlse of August »th ) 


A grand old Ore was raging in the 


Sierras yesterday in the vicinity ol 
Lake Tuhoe. Snub a cloud of smoke 
rolled up from the west that for a 
time it was supposed that the town 
of Carson wus being 
destroyed. 


However, telegrams aoon arrived to 
the effect that the fire was in the 
Sierras, among the timber ranches. 
Daring nearly the whole afternaon a 
dense cloud of sruoko rose up in the 
southwest and floated far off to the 
eastward, obscnring all the mountain 
ranges in that direction. The vail of 
Hiuoko must huve extended at least 
over 100 miles of territory. Between 
this city uud Carson the smoke was 
so dense that persons coming tip on 
the trains complained that it smarted 
their eyes. 


The impression in this city.] won 


that great destruction was being 
wrought in the mountains, but the 
loss wan really much less than any 
one would have guessed, the great 
volume of smoke considered. 


The principal loss was that sus- 


tained by john Maldoon, who had 
some 600 cords of wood burned. The 
great body of the fire was in timber 
lauds that had been cut over; lands 
covered with pine brush and stumps 
—"stumpage" grmnd. It was the 
burning over of thousands of acres 
of this ground that caused the great 
smoke. It is thought that the fire 
was caused by the carelessness of a 
camp of vVashoe Indians. 


At the mills of Bliss, Yerington & 


Co. near Glenbrook, there was also a 
small fire yesterday, and about 5,000 
feet of Inmber were destroyed. 


But that the company have a sys- 


tem of water works, with hydrants, 
hose and all elsa required, there 
would no doubt have been a very bad 
fire, probably not less than half a 
million dollars worth of lumber 
would have been destroyed. 
The 


water-works were constructed at a 
cost of 830,000, and they yesterday 
saved property worth inauy times 
their cost. 


At 10 o'clock last night the smoke 


from the mountains had nearly sub- 
sided and the fire see moil to have 
run its conrse.
